President Roosevelt did not reveal a new fact, but 
m erely adm itted one already obvious, w hen he said that 
there w as no charter in the true sense; and that indeed 
there never had been one. 
T h e big nations of the w orld, including the U nited 
States, already w ere in full sw ing tow ard the sphere of 
influence plan w hich is a com plete negation of w orld 
co-operation; and the sm aller nations w ere busy looking 
11 or acceptable partners. 
T h e in-between nations made 
quick decisions; fran ce, for exam ple, q u ickly signed up 
w ith Russia, and told the league-makers to go sit on a tack. 
I racing the cham back to its origin, w e com e to the 
! point w here lie the critical defects that have made S a n ; 
I ram isco largely a fiasco. 
I oday the various nations have largely lost interest j 
in giving up nationalism for co-operation; but there was 
a m om ent, about the tim e that the l ake A tla n tic C harter 
was draw n, w hen the m utual concession needed for w orld 


I peace could have been obtained. 
If you w an t to place the blam e, accurately and justly, J 
go back to those w ho decided on a phony A tlantic ( harter 
instead of a real one. 
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
